Our Loans to Europe 


The current issue of The National Republic contained the 
following very interesting editorial comment on the ‘‘ financial 
and economic involvements of the United States with Europe”’ 

“The roots of our present trouble in this country are in 
the financial and economic involvements of the United States 
with Europe, for some of which the World War was an excuse 
and not a reason. We have been as a nation trading assets for 
liabilities to the profit of a very few Americans until we have 
been compelled to awaken from the great delusion that the 
resources of this country are inexhaustible, and its ability to 
sacrifice its own to foreign interests is illimitable. We have 
been chloroformed by sentimental and financial international- 
ists into believing that we could go on forever being the world’s 
good thing. without finally reaching the cold gray dawn of 
payday. With an army of 6,000,000 unemployed, and with a 
deficit in national revenues of two billion dollars because Amer- 
jean income has so dropped that it cannot begin under our pres- 
ent tax rates to pay the cost of government, we ought to begin 
to get out of this ordeal at least the benefit of a disillusioning 





experience. 

‘Some facts of interest came out in the debate on the mora- 
torium in the Senate not long ago. We loaned France $#4,0205,- 
000.000 during and after the World War. Of this amount $1,- 
655,000,000 was loaned after the war, and $400,000,000 of it was 
for materials we had in France at the end of the war, to the 
value of two billion dollars, whieh France sold at a large profit
